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PROCEEDINGS OF PUBLIC COMPANEES.

EASTERN COUNTIES RAILWAY COMPANY. 


A half-yearly general meeting of the shareholders. of this company was 
held at the London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street, on Wednesday, the 22d 
inst., for the purpose of receiving the report of the directors, and transac- 
ting other business. 

Henry Bosanaver, Esq., in the chair. 

The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, and the 
seal of the company affixed to the register, 

The CuarrMaN said he would not detain the meeting by offering any ob- 
servations, but at once call upon the secretary to read the report of the 
directors. At their last meeting he took the liberty of prefacing the re- 
port by a few remarks on the amplitude of the undertaking, and the be- 
nefit it would be not only to the east of England, but to the whole north of 
Europe, and the effect it would have in developing the capabilities of a 
large district, which he believed had not yet been properly effected. 

REPORT. 

The report, after treating at great length on the disputes between the di- 
rectors and Lord Petre and Mr. Labouchere, which has been so often before 
the public, stated that the payment of the amounts agreed to were to spread 
over a period of six years, but entire possession is to be given whenever it 
may be required by the company; no interest is to be chargeable on the in- 
stalments, and the company are to be relieved from the claims of the respec- 
tive tenants. 

The directors were careful not to have recourse to the expensive mode of 
assessment by jury, except in cases where the demands of the claimants were 
so extravagant as to preclude all hope of settling them by amicable arrange- 
ment, or where the parties were legally incapacitated to make a voluntary 
alienation of the properties required from them. In proof of this they need 
but mention that the total claims in the cases which they have had tried by 
jury, twenty-two in number, amounted to 74,9951., while the total amount 
of thefsums awarded is ouly 28,959/. 11s. 

Formerly there existed an uncertainty as to the power of the company to 
carry the line continually through from London to Colchester, but now all 
uncertainty on this head is at an end. Formerly too the whole of the shares 
into which the capital stock of the company is divided, must have been paid 
up in fuil, before the directors had the power of borrowing or creating new 
shares, while under the amended act they can have recourse to loans, or to 
the creation of new shares as soon as one-half has been paid up. 

In consequence of the resolution adopted to secure the whole of the line 
from London to Colchester before the 4th of July, the payments on account 
of land and compensation during the last six months have been greater, and 
the amount of capital left applicable to the actual execution of the line pro- 
portionably less, than the directors anticipated at the period of the last gene- 
ral meeting. The progress made has been, nevertheless, considerable, and 
so far as respects the character of the works executed, is entirely satisfactory. 
The directors stated in their last report, that the engineer was applying him- 
self to the completion of the division of the line between (Cambridge-rvad) 
Mile-end and Ilford, in the hope that it might be opened during the present 
summer ; but though the course of events has made it impossible to realise 
this expectation, the works have, in the mean time, advanced so far on other 
parts of the line, that by the time the Mile-eud and [iford portion is finished, 
that betweeu Ilford and Romford will also be ready. 

The point where the railway crosses the Cambridge-road is only five hun- 
dred yards distant from the Mile-end turnpike, anc of easy approach from 
both sides. But although, therefore, not unsuitable fot a temporary station, 
the directors consider it highly desirable that the line should be brought as 
speedily forward as possible to its terminus in Shoreditch, where it will be 
much nearer the heart of the city than any of the other great lines. Notices 
have been therefore served on all the occupiers in this part of the line to quit 
within the shortest period allowed by the act. 

A sufficient supply of rails for the whole twelve miles from Shoreditch to 
Romford, was contracted for early in the spring, and they are already nearly 
all delivered. 

Two locomotive engines, which have been built under the superintendence 
of the company’s engineer are now upon tle line, near to Angel-lane, where 
the permanent way is laid and are rendering important assistance in the com- 
pletion of the adjacent cuttings and embankments ; two others, building un- 
der the same superintendence, are reported to be nearly finished, and six 
more, on the plan of those working so satisfactorily on the London and Bir- 
mingham Railway, have been contracted for, to be delivered at different pe- 
riods within the next six months, as also a suitable supply of carriages for 
passengers have been contracted for, to be delivered in different periods 
within the next six months. 

The directors beg leave to refer to the balance-sheet which is annexed, for 
a detailed statement of the receipts and expenditure of the company during 
the last half-year. 

The balance-sheet was then read, the results of which, to the close of the 

. last half-year, were as follows :—Total receipts, 97,3631. 8s. 3d. ; expen- 
diture, 56,847/. 17s. 8d. ; leaving a balance in hand of 40,515. 10s. 7d. 

The CHarirRMAN observing that the report and accounts having been 
submitted to the meeting, and that he should be happy to afford any in- 
formation upon the same, some conversation ensued on subject of the 
rental of the property purchased by the company, in which some surprise 
‘was manifested at the small sum it produced, while the chairman stated 
that the directors would do their best in making the same as profitable as 
possible ; but in some cases they wanted the lands directly, and had not 
power to let them to secure a permanent profit, not holding them under 
the statute of mortmain. They could not get that rent for them which 
is given under other circumstances, when the engineer was at their backs, 
and might want them the next day. 

It was then entered into as to whether the directors intended carrying 
on the line to any great extent, or, as stated in a former report, com- 
pleting that line first which would produce the best income? to which the 
CuarrMay replied, that they had only began at one place, and contemplated | 
going straight forward, and as far as they could; he observed, the line | 
between Chelmsford would have the greatest traffic, and produce the | 
greatest profit; the directors purposed going downwards from London, 
and would proceed as fast as the money came in—there yet remained two 
years for the purchase of the land beyond Cetchester, the whole of which 
to there had already been agreed for and purchased. 

A SHAREHOLDER, after expressing his satisfaction with the report, | 
wished to know, whether they intended opening the line to Ilford, with- 
out waiting for its completion to Romford, or brought to the termination | 
in London ?—The CuarrMan replied, that if they could not open to | 
Romford, as mentioned at last meeting, in the time expected, they would | 
do so to Ilford. It had been suggested to him they could open to either 
place, and having a large traffic at Romford, could convey it at the same 
expense as from Jlford—six months would find the line oper. 

The report was then unanimons!y received and adopted. 

A long and desultory conversation ensued, in which it appeared that 
in the expense of Jand, the cost exceeded the estimates by about 55,0002. ; 
and that the line from Romford to C. Ichester, would exceed the estimate 
about 50,000/., which was deemed satisfactory. 

In answer to inquiry, Mr. Braitawaire stated that the works were 
considerably under the estimate, some 59 per cent. 

After some further conversation, a vote of thanks was unanimously 
carried to the chairman and directors, and the same having been duly ac- 
knowledged, the meeting adjourned.

The proportion of the expense under the head of locomotive power, for the 
last-mentioned period, is 88551. 19s. 10d. ; it comprises not only the cost of 
working the engines, and repairs of every description, but.a sum which, ac- 
cording to the report of the company’s engiucer, is fully equal to the depre- 
ciation on the prime cost of the engine stock. 

The charges under the head of the police and coaching departments, in- 
clude also an allowance for depreciation in the carriage stock, and have been 
further increased by the provision in the current half-year, of an efficient 
force against the general opening ; the directors considering that the secu- 
rity of passengers, and the due management of the large traffic to be then 
expected, were more important than an immediate return of profit. 

Arrangements are in progress with the directors of the Grand Junction 
Railway Company for the transfer of passengers and goods between the 
two lines at Birmingham, with a view to the more perfect accommodation of 
the public. 

The proprietors have already been informed that a company, formed ex- 
clusively from the shareholders of the London and Birmingham Railway, is 
about to construct an hotel and dormitory on the vacant ground in front of 
the Euston station. A special meeting of proprietors of the London and 
Birmingham Company having passed resolutions authorising the lease of the 
ground for the proposed object, and subject to the regulatlons submitted to 
the meeting, the buildings have been let by contract, and are about to be 
commenced. The directors for the time being of this company will, in pur- 
suance of the conditions of the lease and deed of settlement, have a perma- 
nent control over an undertaking, the main object of which is to promote the 
success of the railway, by providing for the comfort of families and indivi- 
duals who travel on it. 

The directors have to congratulate the proprietors on the progress which 
has been made since their last meeting in the works of various railways, 
either directly connected with the London and Birmingham line, or extendin 
the communication from it by the Midland Counties, North Midland, and 
Birmingham and Derby Railways, into Yorkshire and the Eastern Counties.

The directors, in their last report, adverted to the probability that addi- 
tional capital would be required for business on a far more extended scale in 
the zoods department, than was originally contemplated, and the inquiries 
which they have made in the last six months have sufficiently demonstrated 
to them the necessity of a large and immediate outlay, not only as respects 
the proposed arrangements for this description of traffic, but for some addi- 
tional accommodation in the passenger department. The central station for 
engines and goods at Woolverton, the goods’ stations at Birmingham and 
London, and on the line, and the western passenger station and offices at 
the London terminus, ought not to be delayed: the additional stock of en- 
gines already contracted for, and an increased number of waggons and trucks, 
are also urgently required ; and further sums will be wanted to complete the 
works of the road, and to wind up the accounts of the contractors. The di- 
rectors feel, as they always have felt, it to be a part of their duty not to re- 
strict the proper outlay of capital, when satisfied that it would secure the 
convenience of the public, the stability of the works, and the efficient ma- 
nagement of the traffic; and they are persuaded that a perseverance in this 
course to the completion of the undertaking, will be found most economical 
in the end, and best calculated to ensure the permanency of that successful 
result which is now happily placed beyond the reach of doubt. 

The difficulties at Woolverton, Blisworth, and Kilsby, have been success- 
fully overcome. A single line of rails is laid, over which a train has already 
passed with several of the proprietors from end to end; and the engineer in 
chief has reported that the opening may be expected about the middle of 
September, and that he is oaly prevented fixing the day by the completion of 
the works being in some degree dependent on the state of the weather. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the directors for the very efficient man- 
ner in which they had conducted the business of the company, and the 
meeting adjourned.

The half-yearly meeting of this company, to which so much importance 
has been attached, by all who take an interest in the progress of this na- 
tional undertaking, was held at the Merchants’ Hall, Bristol, on Thurs- 
day, the 16th inst.

It 
then treats of the subject of the increased guage of the rails, which has 
given rise to much discussion among engineers, and those best acquainted 
with the working of railroads. The directors say on this branch of the 
subject, that having weighed all the objections against the system, they 
see nothing to shake their confidence in the width of the guage already 
adopted for the Great Western Railway. With respect to the mode of 
laying the rails, the directors are desirous of obtaining further ex- 
perience before they commit themselves to any opinion. The report then 
enters into a detail of the progress of the works, at the different divisions, 
which on the whole are satisfactory. To meet the very imporant inquiry as 
to the total cost of the line, the directors state that they have caused es- 
timates to be made, founded upon the actual cost of that portion com- 
pleted, and they have ascertained that the total cost for works, including 











36,4331. per mile for 1174 miles. The receipts to the 30th June last, 
are stated at 2,549,456/., and the expenditure up to the same day is 
1,989,669/., leaving a balance of 559,7871. 

The report of Mr. Brunel, the engineer to the undertaking, was then 
read, in which that gentleman, at much length, explains the principles on 
which he has conducted the work, and vindicates his system from some 
of the objections which have been advanced against it.

NORTH UNION RAILWAY. 


At the fifth annual meeting of the proprietors of this company, 
Sir Toomas D. Heskern, Bart., in the chair, 
The following report of the directors was read :— 
REPORT. 

In laying before the general meeting of the proprietors an account of their 
proceedings during the last year, the directors have first to express their re- 
gret that the present state of the works does not realise the expectation of 
their entire completion at this time, confidently entertained by the engineer 
and themselves up to the period of the last report. The unusually long and 
severe frosts of last winter interrupted all progress whatever for an altogether 
unexpected length of time, and these were succeeded by such wet incle- 
ment days and stormy nights, as made it often impossible to keep the men on 


the works, and even subsequently and up to the present time almost tropical [ 


rains and storms have repeatedly deluged the country, washing down the 
newly-formed slopes, scouring out the fresh-laid ballasting, and by keeping 
the heavy clay bottoms of the deep excavations and cuttings in a state of 
constant puddle, greatly adding to the difficulties of working. 

The directors, however, conceive that they only do justice to their principal 
contractors, Messrs. Mullins and M‘Mahon, in stating generally, that not- 
withstanding the impediments briefly explained, they have made great and 
highly creditable exertions to keep the time to which they pledged and bound 
themselves for the execution of the works in their hands, the 31st of July last, 
and that they express deep concern at their want of success. On the first of 
their contracts, the Ribble, crossing the valley south of Preston, the bottom 
of the deep cutting through Penwortham, was cleared about the latter end of 
June, though slips in the slopes of the excavation rendered this work ex- 
tremely tedious; and the dressing off of these slopes, and the ballasting and 
completing the permanent way is now proceeding very satisfactorily, and with 
as much activity as the great demand for hands at this season will allow— 
the progress of this part of the work being materially assisted by al comotive 
engine, provided by the contractors, and used on the temporary lines. Io 
noticing the state of the Ribble viaduct, the directors only wish they could 
bear as satisfactory testimony to its progress, as they can to the excellence 
of the workmanship and to the general appearance of strength and stability 
which characterises the whole of this magnificent structure. Four arches 
however, of 120 feet span are now keyed, and confident expectations are held 
out by the engineers that the fifth and last may be keyed by the end of this 
month, and the spandrils and parapets are proceeding so as to be completed 
at the same time. 

The directors must state their opinion that on the next contract, the Yar- 
row, Mr. Mackenzie has been guilty of inexcusable delay and negligence 1D 
the performance of his engagements, and though a considerable portion of the 
line, viz., that part extending from Leyland to the north of the Yarrow vale 
ley, is completed and finished off, itis evident that the whole of this contract, 
notwithstanding the unfavourable season, might have been completed, had 
the work been carried on with proper energy ; and in consequence, the direc- 
tors last month determined to put in force the powers of the contract against 
Mr. Mackenzie, in order to compel, in this ma y @ more speedy progress 
This was especially requisite as regards the timber viaduct over the Yarrow 
valley, which the fall of the culvert over that river in October last has ren- 
dered necessary, and ast was admitted by the contractor himself that all the 
legal consequences of this unfortunate occurrence strictly attached to him, 
and the directors notwithstanding deemed it advisable and right to consent 
ationce to a liberal and amicable settlement with him, in the hope of securing» 
by his promised activity and exertion, the completion of this contract at the 
stipulated time, he is certainly not now entitled to any farther indulgence 
The steps taken have already been effectual where increased activity and pro 
gress were most wasted, and the directors will not fail to continue their bes, 
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efforts, and to employ the most decided measures, if needful, to prevent any 
delay in the opening of the line arising from this contract. 

On the Douglas contract, looking at the quantity of work to be done when 
it came into the hands of Messrs. Mullins and M‘Mahon, the directors con - 
sider that the progress has been, on the whole, good, although the late unfa- 
yourable season has, of course, materially retarded these works, notwith - 
standing the unwearied and persevering attention which has been given to 
them. The masonry, with the exception of the bridge over the Chorley turn- 

ike-road, of which the arch is now turned, is nearly all finished, and the only 
work left of any consequence is the bottom lift of the excavation near this 
bridge, which a week or two of fine weather will enable the contractors to run 
with ease into the embaukment at Chapel-lane bridge ; when the whole of 
the permanent way will be soon entirely completed. 

A tedious and rather expensive operation has been going forward on the 
line south of Wigan, viz., raising it for a considerable distance to the level 
requisite to effect the junction of the two lines in Wigan ; but this has now 
been effected, and without stopping or in any degree interrupting the traffic 
in either passengers or goods. The double line of railway between Wigan 
and the Liverpool and Manchester Railway at Parkside has also been com- 

leted, with one trifling exception ; leaving only the sidings and the improved 
mode of junction at this point to be finished, in accordance with the plan 
agreed upon with that company. 

"In conformity with the 12th section of the Act of Parliament, the directors 
have caused to be formed and laid the branch line to the important coal- fields 
at New Springs, in the township of Aspull, and they are prepared to open it 
to the public simultaneously with the main lines to Preston. 

In concluding this account of the progress of the works since the last mect- 

ing, the directors must repeat the expression of their great regret that it has 
pot been found practicable to secure the very large revenue which the passen- 
ger traffic of this summer would have afforded ; although the probable delay 
is not nearly so great as has often, not to say almost always, oceurred in 
works of similar extent and without the same grounds of excuse. They see 
no reason to doubt the assurances they receive of such a rate of progress in 
the little that is still left unfinished, as shall render it both practicable and 
perfectly safe to open the whole line to Preston about the latter end of next 
month; and in order to secure this object, the proprietors may be assured 
that every possible exertion will be made on their part and that of the engi- 
neering department. 

In every other respect the directors will be fully prepared, immediately on 
the completion of the railway, with all that is requisite for the most active 
proceedings in the carrying departments. 

As regards passengers, their views have been cordially met by the directors 
of the Liverpool and Manchester Company, and their able and experienced 
treasurer ; and a plan of joint operations has been devised, by which all the 
inconvenience and delay at present complained of at the Parkside Junction, 
will be entirely removed, and the conveyance of the passengers may be accom- 
plished in a mode as complete and efficient, as safe and economical. Each 
company shall, it has been agreed, find the moving power on its own line (an 
arrangement the expediency and advantages of which the directors think ex- 
perience will soon demonstrate), and each company will find its own propor- 
tion of the carriages ; all which will be conveyed uninterruptedly through be- 
tween Preston, Wigan, Liverpool, Manchester, and the regular intermediate 
stopping places. In conformity with this arrangement, contracts with build- 
ers in Lancaster and Preston were entered into during the past year, for an 
adequate supply of first and second class railway carriages, of the most ap- 
proved and complete description, and at the same time the Liverpool and 
Manchester Company commenced building their proportion exactly similar in 
plan and appearance. Most of these, and the horse-boxes, and lurries for 
gent'emen’s carriayes, are now ready for delivery, and the directors are happy 
to be enabled to say, that they cannot speak too highly of the manner in 
which both sets of carriages have been executed, and that they will all, they 
believe, be found fully equal in workmanship and materials, as well as appear- 
ance, to any that have yet been secured by railway companies. The plan of 
locomotive engine which was, after a great deal of discussion and inquiry, at 
length adopted by the board, is the same in all respects as that which is 
working so satisfactorily on the London and Birmingham Railway ; and all 
the machinery has been constructed, as it was for that company, under the 
superintendence and responsibility of their contractor for power, Mr. Bury. 
In this most important department, also, the dircctors sincerely congratulate 
the proprietors upon the efficiency and perfectiun of execution which has been 
thus secured ; Mr. Bury’s reports stating that the whole of their ample supply 
of passenger-engines, which are all now nearly ready for delivery, have been 
executed throughout in the most satisfactory manner, and that no part of the 
machinery exhibits those failures and imperfeetions which inevitably occurred 
at first, from want of sufficient skill and experience on the part of some of 
the manufacturers, but which have occasioned so much inconvenience and Joss 
to all other companies. Complete station buildings, both at Preston and 
Wigan, with comfortable and ample waiting-rooms, offices, and every other 
accommodation for passengers ; a large and substantial carriage- house ; and 
buildings for the repair and secure deposit of engines not in use—have been 
planned, and will most of them soon be entirely completed ; when arrange- 
ments are made for at once furnishing them in the most complete and efficient 
maaner, with all the requisite tovle, implements, &c. ‘The directors are in 
communication with the Liverpool and Manchester Company relative to fixing 
upon the most convenient hours to the public for the departure of trains on 
the opening of the entire line ; when the time at present occupied in the 
journey between Preston and Liverpool and Manchester will be at once re- 
duced to considerably less than one-half—an hour and a half being, the di- 
rectors anticipate, sufficient for their first-c'ass trains to perform it with 
uniform regularity and punctuality. Arrangements are also completed with 
the leading proprietors of the north coaches ; and as soon as the entire open- 
ing of the London and Birmingham Railway (which wil! probably take place 
about the same time as that of the North Union Railway) shall have finally 
decided the hours of the railway travelling to and from the south, the directors 
will immediately confer with the directors of the Grand Junction Company, 
as to the best arrangements for an efficient communication with their trains. 
This last-mentio:.ed branch of the North Union passenger traffic has been 
shown, by the experience of the last few weeks, to be considerably larger in 
amount and value than the most sanguine calculations had anticipated. 

With regard to the conveyance of goods, arrangements have been made for 
placing this branch of the business on a scale of mutually equitable ‘tolls, in 
the hands of an experienced carcier, Mr. Hargreaves, who has provided him 
self with a sufficient supply of engines, waggons, &c., to enable him to carry 
it on very extensively—and of whose activity, and long-established con- 
nexions, the company will thus at once have the benefit. Ir consequence of 
Mr. Hargreaves’ views of the extent to which this branch of the traffic may 
be carried, his convietion of which is sufficiently shown by his willingness to 
become liable to heavy and increased warehouse 1ents, the directors have 
been induced to erect larger warehouses, both at Preston and Wigan, than 
they had at one time contemplated—and complete and suitable arrangements 
for an extensive goods traflic will be shortly ready at both these places. 

Nothing but a conviction, founded on experience, of the good policy and 
ultimate economy in providing thus amply and liberally for the carrying de- 
partment in all its branches, and of securing, at whatever expense it may re- 
quire, the most perfect and substantial execution of every part of the works 
connected with railways, would have induced the directors to incur any ex- 
pense beyond the estimates (amounting in all to 480,000/.) for which they 
stated their expectation of completing and bringing into operation the North 
Union Railway and its branches, &c., a total length of twenty-five miles. 
When, however, the proprietors are informed that their railway, with all the 
arrangements and provisions above-mentioned, will still be completed for an 
expended capital of little more than half a million, for less than one-half the 
total cost per mile of the Liverpool and Manchester and London and Bir- 
mingham Railways, the directors think this small increase of outlay will not 
be grudged or considered unwarranted. It must also be borne in mind, that 
not only is the traffic in passengers, and merchandise of al! descriptions, thus 
fully aud liberally provided for in Preston and Wigan, but that all the costly 
complete stations and entrances into Liverpool and Manchester of this latter 
railway, are secured to the North Union traffic on the fair and equitable 
terms agreed upon with that company, upon the system of mutual co-opera- 
tion and exchange which has been deseribed. 

Since the last general meeting of the proprietors, the contracts for the works 
of the Lancaster and Preston Junction Railway have all been Jet, and mea- 
sures taken to ensure « speedy completion of this valuable.ally, and important 
further extension towards the north of the great westerly line of railway com- 
Munication between England and Scotland.

Mr. Brotherton having had namerous applications to know to whose 
patent he alluded when the subject was mentioned m the House of Com- 
mons by Sir R. Price relative to Kyan’s Anti Dry-Rot Patent, we have his 
authority to state that it is one recently taken out by Mr. Margary, for the 
preservation of wood, canvass, cordage, &c., from decay, by a solution of 
sulphate of copper, a native production, and so cheap as to command its 
general adoption. Its antisiptic properties are so great, that canvass has 
been buried in the wet earth and in dry-rot fungus for months, and 
taken up perfectly sound, whilst corresponding pieces, unprepared, were 
so decayed as hardly to be distinguished from the mould. The experi- 
ments made have been so satisfactory, that one of the first canvass-makers 
in the kingdom, Messrs. Richards and Co., of Aberdeen, have made an 
arrangement for the sole use of the patent for twelve months, for canvass 
alone, and are now preparing a large quantity for the East India Company- 
In all experiments made on wood, it has been found to preserve it ef- 
fectually from dry-rot and wet-rot ; the extreme low price of the article 
used will allow of the complete saturation of the timber by absorption in 
vacuo, which heretofore has been found impracticable, from the expense 
of the articles employed. A parchment deed has been in a wet cellar for 
eleven months, and is now as perfect as when placed there, while a simi- 
lar piece unprepared is too rotten to be removed. It is found that the 
white ants in India will not touch even paper prepared with the solution

Lonpon anp BirminGHaM Rartway.—On Saturday last Mr. Robert 
tephenson (principal engineer), with a party of friends, performed the 
journey from London to Birmingham by the railway in four hours and @ 
half, that great work being now nearly completed. They left London at 
six A.M., and breakfasted (with Mr. Gandell, one of the engineers) at 
Castlethorp. The distance from Coventry to Birmingham, 18} miles, 
was performed in 29 minutes. Mr. R. S. entertained his friends at dinner 
at the Stork Hotel, and returned to Coventry, where he left the party, 
who then proceeded to London, where they arrived at 10 p.M., without 
meeting the slightest accident. 

Giascow anp Greenock Ramway.—The Port-Glasgow contract 

on this railway, extending from Robert-street, in that town, to Devol’s 
Glen, has been let, after some competition, to Mr. Kenneth Matthieson, 
builder, and operations will commence there in a few days. Most of the 
land has been acquired, and the works are to be finished in the course of 
next year, when the road from Greenock to Port-Glasgow is expected to 
be opened. Should the winter prove favourable this may easily be accom- 
plished, and we need hardly allude to the great mutual convenience that 
will arise from a “five minutes’’ communication between the towns.

JOINT-STOCK BANKS. 
The whole of the evidence of Mr. Callaghan and Mr. Dunne before the se- 
lect committee on joint-stock banks being now before the public, it may be 
useful to exhibit, in a summary way, the conclusions to which that evidence 
should lead, as toits bearing on the question of the exclusive privileges of the 
Bank of Ireland. These conclusions may, as we think, be fairly stated as 
follow :— 
1. ‘That it isa monopoly to a certain extent, and gives exclusive privi- 
leges, « relict of barbarous times, or confined, in modern practice, to coun- 
tries still barbarous, or despotic, or both. 
2. ‘Ehat it isa bad bargain for the government which has made and which 
has continued this monopoly up to the present time, sincc no equivalent has 
been obtained, supposing there could be such thing as an equivalent in this 
case, for the insult and robbery committed by it upon the rest of ‘the trading 
interest and upon the community at large; and further, that there may be 
said in one respect to have been a bonus given to the monopolists in paying 
them for the money lent to government a higher rate of interest than the 
current rate of the money market. 
3. That allowing this monopoly to be, what it is not, a justifiable one and 
a good bargain in the pecuniary part of it, there has been an express engage- 
ment entered into, which is morally binding on the government, and in which 
very extensive interests are involved, not to continue the monopoly after its 
term had expired. 
4. That this term has run out, and the Ministry are free to deal with the 
poly on the princi of honour and justice, without exposing themselves 
to the charge of interference with any ‘‘ vested interests.’’ 
5. That the monopoly has been ill managed and abused in itself, and has 
not fulfilled the original design for which it was granted ; having, on the con- 
trary, been made the instrument of partialities and prejudice, of the gratifi- 
cation of private revenge, and of embittering the hostilities arising out of re- 
ligious or political differences. 
6. That no inconvenience could possibly arise to the government from the 
refusal to grant a new charter, which, as the voice of all commercial men is 
against it, is the only remaining point to be considered ; that all the business 
they require to have done would be equally well and safely done, if required, 
by any of the other incorporated banks iu Ireland ; that an immense annual 
saving would be effected by throwing open the public business to the general 
competition of these banks ; and that a boon would be given by the abolition 
of the monopoly to the whole of the trading interest, for which, though it is 
their unquestionable and indisputable right, they would feel in the highest 
degree grateful to the government from whom it shall proceed. 











PROPOSED TUNNEL UNDER THE THAMES IN 1798. 


About the year 1798, a Mr. R. Dodd, engineer, proposed to make a 
communication under the River Thames, between Gravesend and Tilbury. 
His plan was as follows :— 

A cylindrical tunnel, constructed entirely with key-stones, to be sixteen 
feet diameter in the clear; wide enough for carriages, horses, and foot pas- 
sengers: to be lighted by lamps, and kept dry by a steam-engine. 

The following was his estimate :—

EXPLOSIONS OF STEAM BOILERS, 
The inquest on the persons who were killed by the explosion of the 
siler of the Victoria steamer has at last closed. The inquiry has eli- 
ted nothing satisfactory ; indeed, the evidence adduced has been of the 
ost contradictory nature imaginable. One “ scientific’’ witness stated 
is opinion to be, that the boiler had exploded in consequence of the 
eam, from extreme rarification, having become an inflammable gas, and 
hen going off like lighted gunpowder. In contradiction of this evidence 
yeral of the engineers proved that there was a proper supply of water in 
he boilers at the time of explosion, thus rendering the gas theory quite 
ntenable. Several practical engineers considered the make of the boiler 
b be faulty, and the plates too thin for the pressure. Others, equally 
ractical, showed the direct contrary, and one of these latter stated that 
is faith was stronger in the principle on which the exploded boiler was 
nade than before the accident. Others endeavoured to show that the 
ipes which supplied water to the boiler had been improperly tampered 
ith, but this was distinctly disproved by unexceptionable testimony. The 
roner and the jury expressed themselves perfectly at a loss what verdict 
p return, but believing that probably an example was necessary, to make 
eam-boat proprietors more cautions in future, they have laid a deodand 
f 15002. upon the vessel. From a careful perusal of the evidence, we 
Bannot conscientionsly agree in the justice of this heavy penalty upon the 
wners of the Victoria. The catastrophe seems, from the whole circum- 
tances of the case, to have been entirely the result of aceident, and if 
Jame is attributable at all, it is not to the boiler-makers or superinten- 
ents, but to the defective principle upon which at present they depend.

nother vessel, during so alarming a pause the safety-valve becomes gag- 
ed, and the pent-up steam increasing to an irresistible pressure for want 
pf escape, in a very few minutes must inevitably burst the boiler, although 
made of the strongest possible materials. On former occasions we called 
pon the proprietors of steain-boats to offer a reward for a more efficient 
afety-valve, but without effect. The Government is bound, however, to 
romote this important object, and will not do its duty to the public if 
some step of this kind be not immediately taken. A suitable recompense 
we cannot doubt, if proclaimed for an escape-valve upon which reliance 
an be placed, would end speedily in the discovery of such a desideratum ; 
pnd then it might be proper to appoint inspectors over steam-boats. But 
he great want, we repeat, is an efficient safety-valve, and, till that is 
found, explosions of steam-boilers cannot be guarded against.—Edinburgh 
Evening Post. 





Bank or Ireranp.—The qaestion of the charter of the Bank of Ire- 
and is apparently destined to be a subject of much discussion in the mo- 
etary circles both of Dublin and London during the period which inter- 
enes until Parliament again meets. The pretexts under which a renewal 
of this disgraceful monopoly of so importtant a portion of the banking bu- 
siness of Ireland is evidently meditated form daily the subject of animad- 
version amongst the partics in this city who are connected with the Irish 
private and joint-stock banks. Thus, in the recent parliamentary debate 
on the subject, when it was shown that the Bank of Ireland receives an- 
mually an excess of interest to the amount of at least 25,000/. per annum, 
las the difference between the interest at 4 per cent. which is paid on the 
two millions and a half advanced to the government, and the true rate of 
about 2} or 3 per cent. at which it is quite certain that the money could be 
borrowed elsewhere, it was answered by the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
hat the Bank of Ireland makes up for this extraordinary allowance of in- 
terest by the gratuitous management of the Irish national debt. 
soning is, however, asserted by the Irish politicians to be extremely hol- 
Jow when the amount of the Irish debt and the value of it are fairly taken 
into view ; for the national debt of Ireland is about eighteen millions, and 
he expenses of managing the payments upon that amount, if reckoned 
upon the system of remuneration to the Bank of England for the manage- 
ment of a debt of 750 millions, would be somewhat less than a sum of 
60007. per year. But as it is perfectly well known that the payment to 
the Bank of England is still more than double the amount at which the 
business could be transacted without the intervention of that institution, 
it is reasoned that in strict economy the management of the Irish debt is 
not worth more than a sum of about 2000/. or 3000/. per year, and con- 
sequently Mr. Spring Rice advances the cause of the monopolists in only 
a very insignificant degree by urging the services of the Bank of Ireland 
as an equivalent for a loss to the country of at least 25,000/. a year. 

Fatrat Accipent at Carprew Mine.—On Wednesday, the 8th 
instant, as two miners were descending a shaft in the whim kibble in this 
mine, in the parish of Redruth, owing to some mismanagement of the 
whim, or in consequence of their being too heavy for the balancing power ; 
they were both precipitated into the shaft, and falling from a height of 
about seven fathoms into about thirty fathoms of water, were both unfor- 
tunately drowned. The bodies have been found and an inquest holden on 
them. One of them has left a widow and a large family; the other was 
4 young man; both were religious characters. —Falmouth Express. 

Pentwyn anp Gotynos Iron Works.—We understand that the 
Proprietors of these iron and coal works and those of the Golynos iron 
works, near Pontypool, have united their establishments, and are about 
to extend their operations by the erection of forges and rolling-mills, 
which, when completed, will place the concern on a footing equal in extent 
to most, and superior to many, establishments of the same nature. We 
hear that it is the intention of the proprietors to make a joint-stock com- 
pany of the concern, and to issue a limited number of shares to the pub- 
lic, which, from the circumstance of the works (consisting of five furnaces) 
being now in full operation, will doubtless be immediately disposed of ; 
and a return made to the shareholders, without the delay and precarious 
expenditure consequent on the establishment of a new work on so exten- 
Sive a scale.— Bristol Mercury. 

St. Pererspuren, Ave. 4.—An imperial ukase declares it to be ab- 
Solutely necessary to prevent as much as possible the frequent robbery of 
gold from the Siberian mines. To this end the existing laws are to be 
strictly enforced and extended to Eastern Siberia, where there shall be two 
permanent military tribunals, one at Tonick, in West Siberia, and the 
other in a place not yet fixed upon, in the government of Jenisseisk, near 
to the most important gold mine. If it should be found necessary in the 
Sequel, there shall be a third military tribunal in the government of Iskatzk. 

Proviston 1y Orv AGE.—One of the assurance offices in the city 
has originated a plan of assuratice which deserves to be brought exten- 
sively under the notice of the public, both for its ingenuity and utility ; 
they not only offer to pay the party assuring in case of death, but if he 
Survives the age of 65, they pay him the amount of his assurance, instead 
of waiting for the agency of his executors. Thus the assurers in this of- 
fice not only provide for their families in case of early death, but for their 
own comfort if they reach a good old age. The National Endowment
